No  deaths  were  recorded  of  children  under  1 year. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  heart  disease  and  cancer. 

The  general  provision  of  the  health  services 
remain  as  in  previous  years.  The  schools  were  visited 
regularly  and  the  school-children  examined.  The  chief 
defects  found  were  under-nourishment  and  tonsils.  The 
great  m-ajority  of  the  children  were  found  to  be  very  healthy. 

Infectious  diseases  were  at  a minimum  during  the 
year.  Of  the  notifiable  diseases  there  were  three  cases  of 
pneumonia  and  one  of  measles.  Under  the  tuberculosis 
regulations  two  new  cases  were  notified  making  five  cases 
in  all  on  the  register.

Mr.  Cliairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I teg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Annual 
Report  and  Summary  of  work  carried  out  during  the  year  1939 • 

HOE SING 


The  Council  decided  to  tuild  two  cottages  for 
agricultural  workers  under  the  Housing  (Pinancial 
Provisions)  Act  1938  in  the  parish  of  North  Peth.erwin. 
Negotiations  for  the  site  had  actually  started  when  the  War 
Isroke  out  witPi  the  inevitable  result  of  the  Scheme  being 
postponed . 

Private  building  was  confined  to  the  erection  of 
a bungalow  at  Venn  Moor,  Broadwoodwidger  whilst  plans  for 
a farmhouse  at  Pool  were  passed  by  the  Council, 

Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Acts 

The  only  building  to  be  reconditioned  under  these 
Acts  was  a cottage  at  Pool  which  had  previously  been  the 
subject  of  a demolition  order. 

This  makes  a total  of  thirteen  cottages 
re-conditioned  under  these  Acts. 

General  Housing 

63  Cottages  were  inspected  during  the  year, 

3 Cottages  were  repaired  as  the  result  of  statutory  notices 
including  one  at  Boles  Bridge,  North  Petherwin  which  had 
been  the  subject  of  a demolition  order.  This  latter  was 
completely  gutted  internally  and  satisfactorily  re-condit- 
ioned together  with  the  provision  of  a new  roof. 

16  Cottages  were  repaired  as  the  result  of 
informal  notices.

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SCHOOLS 


There  are  5 Schools  in  the  district  to  which  20 
visits  were  paid. 

As  long  ago  as  July  1937?  I was  informed  that  the 
Education  Coirimittee  intended  re-modelling  the  offices  at 
Werrington  School  and  substituting  water-closets  for  the 
existing  pail  closets.  Although  it  v^as  promised  that  the 
work  should  be  done  in  1938,  I am  sorry  to  have  to  report 
that  the  improvement  has  not  taken  place, 

BUILLING  BYE -LAV/S 


During  the  year  the  Council  adopted  and  the  Minister 
of  Health  approved  of  the  new  series  of  Building  Bye-Laws 
made  under  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  which  are  nov;  in  force 
in  the  district. 


MILK  PRQDLCTICN 

184  Cowsheds  and  28  Dairies  were  inspected  during 
the  year.  36  informal  notices  were  served,  mostly  requiring 
the  cleansing  of  walls  and  floors.  During  the  year,  10 
Cowsheds  were  provided  with  satisfactory  concrete  floors 
and  channels. 

There  are  still  only  2 producers  of  Accredited  Milk 
in  the  district . 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  during  the  last  three 
years  the  standard  of  clean  milk  production  in  the  district 
has  been  steadily  improving.
